GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 
FOR OPEN MESHES 


Unless otherwise stated, to form open meshes on the first row following a 
solid mesh, ch 2, skip 2 sts on foundation ch, then make the stitch called for 
in the instructions in the following stitch of the foundation chain. That may 
be double crochet, treble, double treble; whatever the pattern you аге 
working on calls for. 


When working open meshes over solid meshes on a row below, the same 
applies. Ch 2, skip 2 stitches on the row below and make whichever stitch 
your pattern calls for in the next stitch, forming the open mesh. 


Today “solid meshes” are more often called “blocks” (BL, BLS). They are 


illustrated in white on the charts, while the black denotes open meshes іп 
the designs.

of the square. Тһе four pieces are then neatly overhanded together to form the square. 
Place this crocheted square upon the linen and baste it carefully in place. Stitch the filet 
about 1% of an inch from its outer edge. Cut the linen away from underneath leaving an 
edge of 14 inch. Turn under this edge and stitch around the filet once more this time exactly 
on the outer edge and in such a manner that it will stitch down the edge of linen turned under 
beneath. Or, if you prefer to sew the filet in by hand, lay the crocheted Square upon the 
linen and with a pencil mark around the outer edges as well as the inner edges of the square 
of lace. Cut away the linen nearly 14 inch from this line (toward the center of the Insertion) 
turn back on the line and stitch 1% inch from the edge or line. Then overhand the lace 
to the edges. The square cloth is finished with an edging which is worked in the width 
according to the instructions for designs with uneven edges given on page 8.

While in the present book the designs are on a somewhat larger scale, the method of 
outlining both black and white squares, which so greatly facilitates the counting and which 
shows also exactly how the design appears when crocheted, has been adhered to. 


Every 
design is strictly original and has never been published elsewhere. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR WORKING FILET CROCHET. 
The stitches used in making the designs in this book are as follows: 


First, make a slip knot or tie a small loop in the end of the thread, slip this loop over 
the needle. 
Chain Stitch (ch st or ch*)—Having а loop оп the needle, pass hook under the work- 


ing thread, draw a loop of it through the loop on the needle. Repeat from * until the desired 
length is obtained. 


Double Crochet (d)—Pass the hook through the work (or through the stitch named) 
and draw through it a loop of thread, thus making two loops on the needle (hence the name, 
double crochet); then draw a loop of thread through both of the loops on the needle at once. 


_ Treble Crochet (t)—Throw thread over needle (or pass hook under working thread, 
taking up a loop) thus making two loops on the needle; pass hook through work and draw 
a loop through, making three loops on the needle, then draw a loop of thread through two 
of the loops on the needle; then another loop through the remaining two loops on the needle 
thus “taking off" two loops at a time. 


Double Treble (dt)—Throw thread over needle twice; draw a loop through the work, 
making four loops on the needle; take off two loops at a time. 


Triple Treble (tt)—Thread over needle three times; draw a loop through work and 
take off two loops at a time. 


Slip Stitch (sl st)—Pass hook through work and draw thread

Notice that there are always two threads or strands to the top of a stitch in crochet. 


When working into a stitch, be careful to “take up” or “work into” both strands, in order 
to make the work firm. 


2nd row— Work 1 t into the top of the next t below; ch 2, work a t into next t below; 
repeat until you have worked a t into the last t below and have come to the end ch; then 
ch 2, miss two st on the ch; and work a t into the third st; ch 5; turn. 


Repeat the directions for the 2nd row until the square is completed. 


Then examine your work. The meshes should be square. If their width exceeds their 
~ height, either the chain stitches or the tops of the trebles аге too loose. If their height is 
^ greater than their width, the trebles should be drawn up shorter. 


À little practice with. these points in view will enable one to correct the fault, and this 
should be done before any elaborate piece be attempted, for the irregularities will show much 
more in a large piece. To make the solid meshes, two trebles are worked in place of the two 
chain stitches (which are worked between the trebles to make an open mesh); if the mesh 


A below is an open mesh, then these two trebles are worked over the 2 ch below; if, however, 
A the mesh below is a solid mesh, these two trebles are worked consecutively into the two trebles 
1 below.

Should the first mesh of your next row be a solid one instead of an open mesh, turn, 
without the 5 chain, work 3 chain for the first treble of the solid mesh and І treble into each 
of the next 3 stitches below, to complete this first solid mesh.

WORKING INSTRUCTIONS FOR DESIGNS HAVING UNEVEN EDGES. 


Work first row as directed in general instructions. If the next row begins with ad- 
ditional meshes, chain 3 for each additional mesh; and if the first one of these is an open 
mesh chain 5 more to turn and work | treble into the 9th stitch from the hook, thus com- 
pleting this first open mesh. If the additional mesh 
is a solid mesh, chain only 3 to turn, work | treble into 
the 5th from the needle, and | treble into each of the 
next 2 stitches, thus completing the first solid mesh. ЈЕ 
the row ends with additional meshes for which there is 
no foundation to work into, proceed thus: 


If the additional meshes are open meshes, chain 2 
and work a triple treble into the stitch that the last treble 
was worked into. (A triple treble has the thread thrown 
over the needle three times and two loops taken off at a EO CAL od) 
time.) This completes the first additional open mesh. 

For every open mesh added after this first one, chain 2 and work a triple treble into the middle 
of the preceding triple treble, being careful to place the stitch so that the finished mesh be 
as square as possible and the lower edge on a line with the row below. 





If the additional meshes are solid meshes, work a double treble into the same stitch 
that the last treble was worked into, then * one double treble into the first "twist" of the 
preceding double treble, and repeat from * once again to complete the first additional solid 
mesh. (А double treble has the thread thrown over the needle twice and two loops taken 














off at a time. т is to be inserted into the "twist" made by taking off the first ыг 
loops.)

The above method adding the meshes for which there is no foundation, though so 
simple, preserves the “block” f 


orm of the meshes and enables one to work a Pattern of any 
shape, in the width or in the lene +h as much ease as a plain square pattern.

No. I. Working Instructions for Lamp Shade. 

Consult the table of sizes and choose the thread which will give the size desired. Begin 
at the narrow end and follow the pattern omitting the open meshes all around the edges. In 
this case the additional solid meshes at the ends of each row are added by working 3 extra 
treble into the last stitch of the row below. When the curve at the bottom is reached one 
point must be finished first and then the other, by beginning again at the center of the curve. 

To connect the panels, work short chains of 4 to 6 stitches joining with a d first in one 
panel, then a little lower down in the other panel. Afterwards cover the chains with doubles. 
The narrow edgings are worked according to directions given for designs with uneven edges 
(page 8) and are overhanded to the top and bottom.

The cupid design on page 7 forms the center of this elaborate bedspread, and corner 
No. 43, Plate XIII is added to each of the four sides, thus forming a star-shaped medallion. 
For the insertion, No. 31, Plate X, is employed. 

The medallion is worked in No. 3 Crochet Cotton, which may also be used 
for the insertion. A beautiful design of chrysanthemums is embroidered in satin stitch on 
the centerfield. Should the spread be intended for a brass bed the corners would have to 
be slashed. One of the scalloped edgings shown on Plate XV would make a suitable finish. 


Working Instructions for Bedspread. 


Work first the center square of filet. The corner pieces may then be worked sepa- 
rately and overhanded to the square or worked directly onto the sides of the square. Baste 
the finished medallion carefully in place on the material to be used for the spread, stitch around 
the edges about 1% inch from the edge, cut the material away from underneath leaving about 
34 inch which turn back underneath, and lastly stitch around the extreme edge of the medal- 
lion in such a way that the turned under edge of the material will be stitched securely. 

The insertion and the corner square are worked separately and then joined. Insert 
into the material in the same way as the medallion. Linen or any other preferred material 

may be used for the body of the spread. 


A DRESSER COVER TO MATCH. 


Use three crocheted squares and two squares of the same size done in cross-stitch. 


Finish all around with an edging such as No. 56 or No. 58, Plate XV.

А voile or linen dress can be made up most attractively by using the filet crocheted 
yoke No. 47, Plate XIV. Made of Мо. 100 Crochet Cotton, the yoke is dainty 


enough for the sheerest material and the effect is most pleasing. 


Working Instructions for Yoke. 

Omit all of the solid blocks on the outside edges of the pattern and, beginning at the 
lower edge of the front, work according to the directions given on page 8 for designs with 
uneven edges. After the square neck edge in front is finished proceed to finish one side. Then 
begin the other side at the neck edge and finish the same. Lastly, add the solid meshes all 
around the edge by working 3 t into each mesh showing one side, and 5 t into each corner 
mesh or one showing two sides. This method results in a more even edge and one more 
easily set into the dress material. To finish the neck edge, work a close row of doubles. 


COLLAR AND CUFFS (Fig. 10). 

Nothing adds so much to the attractiveness of a gown as handsome collar and cuffs. 
Those illustrated on page 25 are made from designs No. 34 and No. 37, Plates XII and XIII, 
and are executed in Crochet Cotton No. 150. 

Working Instructions for Collar and Cuffs. 

Begin the collar at one of the ends and work up to the row which runs all the way 
across the collar at the back of the neck. Break thread and begin at the other point and work 
the same distance. Then work the row which continues all the way across, thus connecting 
the two parts. To increase the meshes at either end of the rows, work according to the direc- 


tions given on page 8 for working designs with uneven edges. 

en you come to make the scallops along the lower edge of collar, it will be neces- 
sary to break the thread at the point of each scallop and fasten it on again where next scallop 
is to begin; or, you may slip stitch down the side of the finished scallop to where the next 
one is to begin. A close row of doubles should be worked all around the edge of both collar 


and cuffs to give a good finish. Begin the cuff at the straight edge and proceed working 


in the same manner as the collar. 
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LINGERIE PILLOW (Fig. 11). › 


A dainty effect is obtained Бу the use of design No. 32, Plate ХІ, as the center figure 
of this pillow. Handsome embroidered linen squares form the corners while the sides 
embroidered on net. A narrow cluny beading joins the medallions and a cluny edge fo 


finish. 
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Design No. 42 is used for this dainty 
candle shade. Six sections are worked in 
No. 150 D. M. C. Cordonnet. Follow the 
design omitting the outside solid meshes 
which are added last by working 3 treble 
into each single space and 5 treble into 
each double or corner space all around 
the edge. Instructions are given on 
page 8 for working uneven edges. 


Overhand the sections together and 
finish the edge with crocheted balls, direc- 
tions for making which may be found on

EDGINGS. 


Working Instructions for the Scalloped Edgings. 


The edgings shown on Plate XV are worked in the width and the scallops formed in 
the manner described on page 8 where full directions are given for designs with uneven edges. 
An edging worked with No. 4 is shown on page 8, Fig. A. The row of close doubles 
worked around the scallops as a finishing edge is not absolutely necessary but adds greatly 


to beauty and durability of the lace.

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TABLE ОЕ SIZES. 


The task of preparing a table of sizes which may be used as a means of measuring the 
sizes of designs and which will enable one to select the correct number of thread presents some 
difficulty. The work of different individuals varies considerably even when the same design 
and the same size of thread is used, so that a table though it be prepared ever so carefully, 
can be only approximate. Keeping this in mind, however, the following table will be found 
to be very helpful, using D. M. C. Cordonnet Special as a standard.

If you wish to know how many inches wide your lace will be when donesin a certain 
size of thread, divide the number of meshes in the design chosen by the number of meshes 
to an inch which that thread will make. For example, if you wish to use No. 20 thread and 
choose a design 40 meshes wide, divide 40 by 5. The lace will be about 8 inches wide. 

_ ТЕ you choose a certain design and want to know what thread to use to make the finished 
piece a certain size, divide the number of meshes in the design by the number of inches you 
desire; the result will be the number of meshes allowed to the inch and the table will tell 
what thread to use. For example, if the chosen design has 30 meshes and you want the finished 
piece to measure 6 inches, divide 30 by 6; the result is five and the table tells you that No. 30 
makes 5 meshes to the inch. 


If you wish to use a certain number of thread and want to know what design to choose 
to obtain a certain size, multiply the number of meshes to an inch which your thread will 
make by the number of inches you desire. For example, if your thread is No. 100 and you 
want a design which will make your lace about 7 inches wide, multiply 8 by 7: the result 
will be 56 and you may choose any design which has 56 meshes or thereabouts. 


Of course it is not always possible to have the result come out so even and one must 
choose that which comes nearest, thus: If you want a 30 mesh design to measure 8 inches 
when finished, dividing 30 by 8 gives as a result 334 which indicates the number of meshes 
the inch, and thread No. 5 will be the best size to use. 


— NOTE: Different makes of hooks vary so in size that the best rule to follow is to use 
as fine a hook as possible without splitting the thread while working. To secure absolut 
accuracy it is advisable for the worker to work a sample and thus ascertain the number 
meshes to the inch which she herself makes. @ 
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
